XPSy  whose  names  are  undenvritten^  thought  it 
proper,  upon  the  approbs^ion  iff  the  jArd  Mayor y  re- 
ceifved  on  Saturday  last  in  the  afiernoen^  to  see  Mr. 
FM'sons  yesterday,  and  ff^asji  kirn  in  respe^,  of  the 
time  nvhen  his  child  should  b^  kroi^ht  to,  Clerken'welL 
'He  replied  in  these  werdsi  M  *tbat  he  consented  to  the 
examination  proposed,  pro*vided  that  some  persons 
conneded  itntb  the  girl  might  be  permitted  to  he 
there,  to  divert  her  in  tbsdayrtime,^^  This  "was  re- 
fused, being  contrary  to  the  plan.
